Goals Of Communist China 


The United States has done 
nothing since its split with China 
following the Communist revolt of 
1949 that can really have beencal- 
culated to change the pattern of 
estrangement which developed then 
between the two nations, 

This was among the views ex~ 
pressed at a League of Women 
Voters luncheon Tuesday by a 
native of China, Professor Yun~ 
Tong Pan, now a member of the 
faculty at Colby College in Maine, 

The professor said hostility to~ 
ward the U.S, has grown in China 
as a result of events in Korea and 
Vietnam, because of U.S, support 
of Chiang Kai-shek and because 
this country has set up a string of 
bases which, from the Chinese 
point of view, appear to represeyit 
a threat to that nation’s security. 

He said furthermore that this 
country’s policy of containment,

embargo and estrangement has not 
brought the desired end of isolating, 
Communist China from the rest of 
the world and to illustrate his 
point, he noted that 52 UN countries 
now officially recognize the Com~ 
munist regime, 

The former Chinese citizen said 
he regards it as ironic that after 
a half-century, the open door policy 
between China and the U.S, has been 
superseded by a closed door policy 
and the threat of nuclear war be= 
tween two traditional f riends, 

Discussing present Chinese 
Communist policy and what he re= 
gards as the basis for this policy, 
the professor said that China is 
motivated by a drive to achieve 
security and reassert her national 
independence, All events in that 
country are, he said, the response 
of China to the challenge of the 
West - its search for awaytosur= 
vive in aWestern dominated world, 

The college lecturer said that in 
his view, Chinese Reds today are 
more nationalistic than Commu= 
nistic, ‘‘Only where the interest of 
the Chinese masses coincides with 
those of the Russian masses, will

Revised Law 


Complicates 
Exemptions 


Andover Assessors are 
wrestling with a_ ticklish legal 
tangle resulting from the hazy 
wording of a 1966 change in the 
law regulating property tax abate= 
ments for homeowners who are 
70 years of age and over. 

The question involved in per= 
plexing assessors in a number of 
other Commonwealth communities 
as well. Creating the confusion is 
the fact that the Legislature did 
not make it clear whether an 
amendment establishing a 
minimum abatement for the elderly 
should be regarded as retroactive. 

The issue is no small one for 
communities affected, In Andover 
it means the difference between 
abatements approximating $18,000 
and an estimated $70,000, 

This is what has happened, The 
Legislature voted in 1966 that pro= 
perty owners over 170 should be 
given a tax abatement of not less 
than $350, This move was made to 
increase the size of abatements 
paid by towns such as Andover 
where tax rates are low and the 
ratio between assessments and 
property valuations high, 

The law as initially written 
provided for a $4000 property tax 
exemption for the elderly ~ or four 
times the established tax rate 
which is currently $33 per thousand 
in Andover. On this formula 
persons who qualified - those over 
70 whose income is less than 
$4000 and whose house is assessed 
for $14,000 or less - should have 
received a $132 abatement for the 
1966 tax year, 

But the law was changed in 1966 
to correct some of the inequities, 
Under the old formula, elderly 
persons in a city with a tax rate 
of $99, for example, collected a 
$396 abatement while those in a 
community with an $11 tax rate 
collected just $44, 

The new law allows for a 
minimum abatement of $350 or a 
$4000 exemption, whichever is 
higher, In addition it now applies 
to properties assessed for as much 
as $20,000, 

Creating the present problem, 
one which is bringing complaints 
from the elderly, is the fact that 
the 1966 law became effective in 
October, 1966, well after °66 bud= 
gets and tax rates were eS~ 
tablished, 

Many assessors interpreted this 
to mean that the law would effect 
tax bills for the year beginning

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The manager has put his message to the taxpayers on 
the line. He has told them what he, as the town’s paid 
administrator, believes should be done in 1967 and given 
early estimates for what it will cost. 

To prevent their being any mistake about his position, 
he made his budget presentation to the Board of Selectmen 
and Finance Committee at an open meeting to which 
members of such influence groups as the Andover Tax- 
payers Assn. and the Andover League of Women Voters 
were invited, 

This ‘‘State of the Town’’ technique for budget revela- 
tions should appeal to everyone. It takes the Politicians 
and the Watchdogs off the hook because they can later 
point with pride to the cuts they make in the manager’s 
requests. And it gives the manager an opportunity to 
speak directly to the people about what he thinks Andover 
should undertake in any given year if she will do more 
than just keep pace. (In the consolidated budget is, of 
course, the school department budget for which the 
manager has no responsibility and over which he can 
legally exercise no control.) 

The uncut budget is now fair game and in the weeks 
ahead both the Selectmen and members of the Finance 
Committee will be looking for ways to reduce the size of 
the property tax increase that is inevitable in 1967. 

It is a review process that must be handled with extra- 
ordinary care. The usual tendency is to trim a budget from 
the top, cutting away what is new in preference to looking 
for the possibility of change within the old. 

But there are items in the spending proposal for 1967 
that should not be dispensed with lightly. The largest 
among them is the manager’s proposal that Andover appro- 
priate $250,000 for acquisition of land in an effort to 
preserve the open, residential character that is this com- 
munity’s landmark in an area barely on the fringe of a 
creeping megalopolis. This is exactly $240,000 more than 
has ever been voted for such a purpose in a Single year. 


But the need for looking to the future was never so great 
as it is now, which the manager further hinted in his bud- 
get message by suggesting the time may be ripe for re- 
consideration of two-acre zoning as a further brake on 
residential development. 

Equally long-range in scope is the proposal that added 
funds and some portion of the manager’s time be devoted 
to an accelerated search for light industry to occupy our 
spacious industrial zones and contribute to the tax sup- 
port of a quality school system etc. A move of this sort 
has long been advocated by the TOWNSMAN, 

Mention of these particular segments of the budget is 
made merely to point up the fact that officials and towns- 
people alike must give sober thought to what kind of cuts 
make long range sense instead of giving way to the natural 
inclination of us all to cry out like stuck pigs. 


The Silent Chairman 


Last week the Board of Selectmen voted a $1,250 pay 
increase for the town manager. The salary boost was 
supported by Selectmen Allen, Collins and Watters and 
opposed by Sidney White. 

But the chairman took no public position. Technically, 
he was within his rights. There was a majority decision 
without his vote. But there are instances when it is im- 
portant for the public to know where the chairman stands, 
even though he need not register a vote except when the 
board is split 2-2. 

All too frequently Chairman Stewart’s position on 
matters which may tend to be controversial is left to 
speculation because he neither speaks out nor casts a 
ballot. Certainly his opinion about something as relevant 
to the operation of the town as manager’s salary should 
be known. How else can the people determine his view on 
this key administrator’s performance? 

A great many people are well satisfied with the present 
town manager and would favor an upward adjustment in 
his pay. Some do not approve his views on the direction 
in which Andover should move, some are wary of the cost 
of programs he regards as vital and/or desirable, and still 
others oppose anything that will contribute to a tax in- 
crease. Voters in all these categories have a right to know 
how every member of the Board of Selectmen stands on 
questions that are directly related to these factors, And 
it would be a great deal more satisfactory if they knew 
why. 

We are certain the voters would like to be sure of the 
chairman’s view on matters of significance and we believe 
he should make it known — if not with a vote, then through 
public discussion,
